e “SMALL-POX. 


There was a small outbreak of sinall-pox in 
the early-part af the year, 57 cases being re- 
Ported. . Seven ofthese cases occurred in Ev- 
ropeans, of whom une died and two in in other 
Asiatics " both of whom recovered; two of the 
European cases and one “ other Asiatic” were 
imported. 1 

In consequence of this outbreak a notifiea- 
tion was issued by the Government on the re- 
presentation of the Sanitary Board to the effect 
that persons could be vaccinated free of cost 
at the Governiment Civil Hospital, the Tung 
‘Wah Hospital, the Alice Nemorial and the 
Nethersole Hospinl while hand-bills were 
issued urging the Chinese to get vaccinated, 

The total number of deaths from this diserse 
during the year was 41 while in 1901 it was 59, 
and in 1900 it was 17. 

The total number of vaccinations recorded 
last year was 6,475.08 compared with 5,937 in 
190° ; 4,406 in 1900, 6,529 in fgg, and 7,051 in 
1898 In my reports for igo and’ sgt I 
called attention tothe consiJerable falling off 
in the number of wccinations recorded, and in 
view of the rapid increase in the population the 
returns for last year cannot be regarded aS 
| satisfactory, 

A small bonus is now paid to the Chisesé 
House Burgeons althe Native Hospital (Tung 
Wah, Alice Memorial and Nethersole) for all 
successful vaccinations, with a view to in- 
creasing the number of well-vaccinated persons 
in the Colony and thereby reducing the mor- 
tality from small-pox. 


(HOLERA, 

A somewhat serious outbreak of cholera 
occuned in the early part of the year, resulting 
in the notification of 460 cases, and I do not 
think there can be any doubt that the spread 
of the disease was encourage by the shortage 
of the water-supply, with the contingent inter- 
mitient service. 

Only twenty of the cases occurred in Eura- 
peans and twelve of these died, while 408 
cases occurred amony the Chinese with 394 
deaths, and 3% among the “other Asiatics” 
with 27 deaths. The Japanese were heavy 
sufferers in proponion to theirnumber, as 20 
cases occurred among this nationality with 
sixteen deaths; this is no doubt explained to 
some extent by the fact that the Japanese are, 
as also the Chinese, large consumers of raw 
vegetables, The Board specially warned the 
public against the consumption of raw vege- 
tables and of unbuiled milk or unfiltered water, 
_by repeated advertisements in the public press, 
during the prevalence of the epidemic, but I 
am afraid that such warning would have very 
little influence withany but the most enlightened, 
of the Asiatic community. 


DIPHTHERIA, 

.Twerty cases of diphtheria were reported 
during the year as compared with six cases. 
during 1g90t. In my report for that year I 
pointed out that five of these six cases had 
occurred during the last six weeks-of the year 
and that the most probable cause of- this 
was the drought, with the consequent 
lack of water, and the foul condition of the 
sewers and storm drains resulling therefrom. 
The continuance of the drought and the made- 
quate flushing of the sewers has, [ am sure, 
much to do wilh the great increase in the 
number of cases of this disease, which has 
hitherto been of rare occurrence in this Colony. 
Eight of the cases were Europeans and one of 
them died, while the total deaths numbered five. 

PUERPERAL “FEVER, 

Seven cases of puerperal fever were. notified 
during the year, and five deaths were recorded 
from this disease—all’ of them among the 
Chinese community—while no less than 29 
deaths were regislered as dueto child-birth, 
and to morbid conditions incident to pariuri- 
tion as compared with 47 during the previous 
year, This presents a very serious loss of young 
adult lives and is undoubtedly due to want of 
proper attention, and to uncleanly surround- 
ings,

charity, in addition to the Maternity Hospital 
altached to the Government Civil Hospital, 
and some attemptwill, I hope, he made to meet 
this want when the new extension 10 the Tung 
Wah Hospital is opened. 


DISINFECTION STATION. 

The Disinfecting Station buildings and staff 
have been under the contro! of Inspector 
Reidie throughoul the yearand the work has 
been carried outin a most satisfactory manner. 
Perchloride of mercury sprays have been jn 
use now fora number of years for the disinfer- 
tion of buildingsand in the hands of trained 
meo they have been found to give ‘every 
satisfaction, “During the year a newand larger 
steam apparatus was ordered from England 
which should be in working order early in 
3903. Jt is proposed to place the present one 
ina building at Kowloon so as to avoid 
the necessity of conveying infected articles 
across the Harbour,
